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REVIEW 


A motion picture that is tense, absorbing and 
suspenseful in the extreme, Otto Preminger's 
"Bunny Lake is Missing" is a distinguished addi- 
tion to the distinguished records of the pro- 
ducer-director as well as of his principal players: 
Laurence Olivier, Carol Lynley, Keir Dullea and 
Noel Coward who plays Wilson. 

A Columbia release in Panavision, ‘Bunny 
Lake is Missing" opened yesterday at the 
NOSE Theatre. It is the story of a Scotland Yard 
investigation, covering a period of less than 24 
hours and ranging across London with a breath- 
lessness and a camera-eye for colorful back- 
grounds that makes the city itself a valuable 
factor in the over-all entertainment. 

The investigating is done by a business-suited, 
rain-coated Laurence Olivier, as the sleuth from 
Scotland Yard, a role that is a far cry indeed— 
and a delightfully refreshing change!—from his 
appearances as "Hamlet," "Henry V," ''Richard 
the Third'' and the others of his remarkable 
Shakespearian and cinematic career. Here he is 
a handsome, middle-aged, sex-appealing modern 
with a sense of humor and a deep awareness of 
the need for police haste, and police integrity.

entirely on location in London, without utilizing 
any studio facilities. 


The rights to Evelyn Piper's suspense novel 
were acquired by Preminger seven years ago, 
but it was not until he had obtained the final 
screenplay he wanted, by John and Penelope 
Mortimer, had mustered a cast he considered 
equally exciting, and had found precisely the 
London locations he wanted, that he put into 
motion the wheels of production on "Bunny Lake 
is Missing.” 

Preminger was born in Vienna. His father, a 
prominent lawyer who later became the Attor- 
ney General of the Austrian Empire, hoped that 
his son would follow in the family tradition. The 
younger Preminger complied to the extent of 
following a prescribed course of studies which 
led him to obtain his doctorate of law degree 
at twenty. But during the same period he had 
also been carrying on a parallel apprenticeship 
inside the romantic framework of the Viennese 
theatre of the day. 

Before he was 21, Preminger had concentrated 
all his activities in the theatrical field, and was 
producing as well as directing. At 23 Preminger 
was engaged by the noted Max Reinhardt as 
producer-director for Vienna's famed Theater in 
der Josefstadt, and when Reinhardt resigned, 
three years later, Preminger took over the gen- 
eral management. 

In 1935, Preminger came to New York to di- 
rect "Libel'’ for Gilbert Miller, one of Broad- 
way's leading producers. He directed two films 
in Hollywood and then returned to New York to 
do a revival of "Outward Bound," a critical suc- 
cess presented as a "command performance’ for 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt at the White 
House. 

In 1941, Preminger concentrated on the mo- 
tion picture field, with "Laura" as his biggest 
early success. Among the first to realize that 
mass production of films might be outmoded, he 
set up his own independent company with New 
York his operating base and a policy of making 
one film at a time with great and careful plan- 
ning. The success of his first independent produc- 
tions testify to his judgment and foresight: ''The 
Moon is Blue," ‘Carmen Jones," "The Man With 
the Golden Arm," and "Anatomy of a Murder." 

Otto Preminger productions are produced in 
a distinctively international manner; many of 
them have been filmed in the actual settings of 
the story. "Anatomy of a Murder" for example, 
was made completely in Michigan. ''Exodus" was 
produced in Israel. “Advise and Consent" was 
photographed against a background af contem- 
porary Washington. ''The Cardinal’ was filmed 
in many different locales—in New England, in 
Vienna, Rome and in the back country of Geor- 
gia. Hawaii provided the setting for "In Harm's 
Way" and "Bunny Lake is Missing'’ brought Pre- 
minger and his producing unit to Britain.

Today it is considered a feat indeed to lure 
Laurence Olivier away from the theatre to play 
a film role: a feat which producer-director Otto 
Preminger achieved when he signed Olivier to 
play a Scotland Yard inspector in a London- 
based thriller, "Bunny Lake is Missing," the Co- 
lumbia release at the ....... Theatre in Pana- 
vision. "Bunny Lake is Missing” also stars Carol 
Lynley, Keir Dullea and Noel Coward as Wilson. 

A decade ago, Olivier was one of the world's 
most successful film makers, winner of Academy 
Awards in his capacities as producer, director 
and star of "Henry V"'. He went on to scoop up 
Oscars and other international awards for his 
"Hamlet" and "Richard III." 

During one of his rare interviews, while. on loca- 
tion for "Bunny Lake is Missing,” Olivier dis- 
cussed the path that had taken him to the top 
in film-making and then led him back to his first 
love—the theatre. 

"It's not really true that I've gone back to the 
theatre," he said. "It has always been my real 
home. But let me explain; | was holidaying in 
France when | got a cable from William Wyler 
asking me to go to Hollywood to play Heath- 
cliff in ‘Wuthering Heights.’ It was working with 
Wyler that first convinced me the cinema could 
be an art medium. At that time, my mind was 
running on Shakespeare and, much as | admired 
Wyler's skill and wisdom as a film craftsman, | 
still told him it would be impossible for anyone 
to do justice to Shakespeare on the screen. 

"You can do anything in this medium,’ he 
said, 'You've just got to be clever enough to find 
out how, that's all.’ 

"About five years later, when the opportunity 
came to direct and produce and act in ‘Henry 
V,' | thought of all Wyler and | had discussed 
and became fired with the challenge. 

"| had a wonderful time making films and | 
shall always think the experience invaluable to 
me, but I think it is all right to hope | have been 
of more use to my profession by sticking to the 
theatre. 

"As far as the future is concerned, | hope I'll 
always have the opportunity to accept the re- 
freshing challenge that comes from tackling a 
screen role such as Inspector Newhouse in ‘Bunny 
Lake is Missing.’

Denys Coop, director 
of photography for 
“Bunny Lake Is Miss- 
ing,’ had twice been nom- 
inated for an Oscar —once 
for ‘‘Billy Liar’’ and again 
for his 1965 picture, ‘‘King 
and Country.’’ Max 
Slater, whose association 
with Preminger dates 
back to their early mutual 
experiences in Vienna at 
the Reinhardt School, 
came with the producer- 
director as an executive 
assistant and dialogue 
coach, while Bill Barnes, 
Preminger’s story and 
talent executive in New 
York, was chief liaison 
aide in the casting area. 
Paul Glass, 30-year-old 
American composer, 
whose work includes two 
symphonies, came_ to 
London simultaneously 
with the start of filming, 
in accordance with Prem- 
inger’s theory that the 
most creatively stimu- 
lating way to score a film 
is for the composer to be 
on the set watching all 
stages of production in- 
stead of coming into the 
scene after all photog- 
raphy has been completed 
and a rough cut is then 
shown him in a screening 
room.

This made rigorous demands on 
all members of the eighty-two-man technical unit, 
since ‘‘assembly call’? was normally for 7 P.M., 
and sometimes the shooting stretched out till six 
in the morning. Although a number of the night 
scenes were made in interior settings, it was felt by 
Preminger (who has a reputation in the industry 
as a perfectionist) that insistence on after-dark 
shots would add an extra shade of realism even to 
interior scenes, where such nuances would be 
involved as perspectives of house or office windows, 
reflection of outdoor street lights, or other atmos- 
pheric touches.
